Present occurrences recall to my memory the 
first verse of a poetical address ouce sent by the 
Finlauders to the Grand-Duke Alexander, who 
now reigns under the title of Alexander LI. 
For thee, O Prince, each mother in our land 
Prays as for her own, in fervent love, 
‘honing all that she would e’en demand 
For her own child, from Heagen above. 
Although these are merely the words of a can- 
tata, the sentiments they express were really 
those of all the inhabitants of Kinland towards 
the young Prince. Before his a:rival in their 
province, the administration of the Admiral 
Menschikoff had been exceedingly harsh towards 
the whole population. The Governor was too 
brusque and whimsical, and the subordinate 
rulers presented the same characteristics 
in an exaggerated form. Trifling occur- 
rences of every-day life were disagreeably in- 
spected, and the following incident will serve 
to illustrate the petty interference to which the 
Finlanders were constantly subjected: A hunter 
once lost a valuable dog, and offered a large re- 
ward for one answering to the name of Ty- 
rant;” but, when the notice appeared in the 
daily papers, the name of the dog was changed 
to that of Fidele, much to the astonishment 
of the owner.

WHAT'S IN A NAME? 
New York Journal of Commerce. 

The @istinguished author of the following 
curious and very instructive chapter in the bis- 
tory of the Jones family may be discovered by 
its diligent pe » since he traces his own 
patronymic to thé common origin: 

CONCERNING JONES. 

There is probably no name so widely used by 
English-speaking people as that of Jones.“ 
An American or English directory is given up in 
whole pages to lines of Joncses, while every 
other sign-board in a Welsh town conspicuously 
bears the same signature. It has been jokingly 
said that even Adam wasoriginally Adam Jones, 
but dropped the surname, as it was not neces- 
sary. It may not be uninteresting to trace the 
origin and show the widespread relations of the 
Jones family. 

The name starts among the Hebrew people, and 
in that Scriptural speech signifies “ the grace of 
Jehovah.“ In its full form it is Jehochanan or 
Jehohanan, and was doubtless first used to ex- 


press the joy which the parents felt at the birth . 


of the child “‘whom Jehovah had graciously 
given.” Proper names in all languages are 
shortened, and the full-soundin® Jchohanan 
soon became Johanan, which any one may sec 
was on the high road to become at last. on En- 
glish lips, the plain, brief, sharp-sounding John. 
But it passed through’ severai alterations on its 
way. The Greek turned it into Joanan, though 
more commonly into Joannes. The Roman 
sounded it not very unlike the Greek, but 
wrote it Johannes, though probably the 
well-known cockucy habts of the Im- 
perial master of the world led him to drop 
his A in the pronunciation of it. The Tiber and 
the Thames seem to have peculiar influences 
upon aspiration,—a phase of recondite orthoepy 
as yet scarely escaped fromthe hands of the 
satirist into those of the philologer. The 
Romanesque derivations of the word are famil- 
iar to all. Italian made it Giovanni, Spanish 
Juan, and French Jean. The Russian took it 
from the Greek and made it dan, the Teuton 
probably from the Latin, and called his boy 
Johann; while the Anglo-Saxon, influenced 
probably by German and French, reproduced it 
as John, with a feminine Joan. in Welsh it be- 
came Joan and Tran; while in Scotch it took 
different forms, such as Ewan and Hwing. Prob- 
ably no name has been so popular amoug the 
nations which have embraced Christianity. it 
shares a dominion of nomenclature with the 
ually-favored Mary. 

The most — portion of the history 
of this name, however, is that which belongs to 
it when it has taken a patronymic form, and 
the man called *“Jolm”’ desires to give his son 


a name which shall at once perpetuate his own |} 


and yct indicate descent, he Jew, of course, 
did this by prefixing Ben or Bar to the various 
forms of the name; the Greek by adding the 
termination ides. The modern Italian turned 
John into little John, or Giovannelli, which might 
be Englished with affection as Johnnie. or trans- 
lated into its more dicnified fullness, which even 
a Bishop might not disdain. The Russian word 
for son used in names is —vitch, and Jvano- 
viich is a Russian name of no plebeian rank. 
What the Russians did at the end the French 
did at the beginning, and Norman Fitz easily 
converted Jean into Fitz-/ean. In English the 
patronymic is formed by adding son or by the 
yenitive alone. Hence Johnson, and Johns, from 


‘the latter of which has come the more common 


form Jones. The Norwegian Jansen, sometimes 
Janson, is the same thing, and probably the 
name Anson here finds its origin. In Scotland 
Mac shows. that the man had a father at least. 

and MacEwan and MacKEwing are the Northern 
representatives of Johnson and Jones. In 
Wales the word for son is Hab. In names this 
takes the form ab or ap, oftentimes dropping 
the vowel and only prefixing the 6 or hus 
Price is ap Rice, Feury ap Henry, aa 60 on. 

The sou of Evan is therefore ap Evan, short- 
ened into the modern form Sevan. It has 
been supposed that even the Irish O’ Han be- 
longs to the same family, and after all thev are 
nothing but Joneses. And suppose we add to 
this the grand collection of shortened forms,— 
the Jacks and the /acksona, and the like that we 
might pick up all over the world,—what a fami- 
ly these sons of John become, Sar Jehonan, 
loannides, Giovanneiii, Ivanovitch, Fitz Jean. Han- 
schen, Jansen, Johnson, MacKwan, Bevan, 0 Han, 
—names strange; vutiandish, full-sounding, ro- 
mantic,—what are they all but simple Jones. 
Brother Jones, we greet you, we call you in 
every language, and shut up our directories in 
despair of ever getting through the interminable 
list. It is a fact, and, 45 we write it, it is a wish:

counts, were the principal losers. Those citizens 
who escaped injury to person and property have 
acted as liberally as their means will permit, 
while neighbors in the country adjacent have 
likewise contributed to relieve the distress 
wrought by the disaster. Still, these sources of 
aid have proved inadequate to the needs of the 
sufferers, many of whom have lost everything 
they possessed. I would therefore appeal to 
our charitably disposed citizens to come for- 
ward and lend whatever aid they may be able (0 
allord, and thus render timely assistance to the 
sufferers. 

I shall be pleased to receive such sums of 
money as may be forwarded to me, and will 
publish lists of such contributions from time to 
time. Responsibie citizens will be authorized to 
solicit subscriptions in Chicago, and from mem- 
bers of the Lumber and Coal Exchanges, whole- 
sale grocers, dry goods merchants, druggists, 
and others.

AN INTERESTING QUESTION. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

BurRLineTon, la., June 13.—An interesting 
question has just been passed on by the Dis- 
trict Court in this city. B.C. Davis was arrest- 
ed in Lee County for arson, and the cause was 
brought to this county by a change of venue. 
it was brought to trial at the term now sitting, 
and a jury impaneled. The prisoner was de- 
fended by the Hon. Wesley C. Hobbs, and the 
defense was insanity. Soon atter the trial com- 
menced, a juror was taken sick and excused 
from the panel. Counsel on both sides agreed 
that the trial might proceed with eleven jurors 
aud the case was heard and argued, and 
the, jury returned their verdict—Guilty. 
Counsel for the defense interposed a motion in 
arrest of judgment on the ground that counsel 
could not waive the constitutional riguts of the 
prisuner to a trial by jury, and that eleven were 
notajury. The question was ably argued by 
the District-Attor ney, D. N. Sprague, of Keo- 
kuk, assisted by the Hon. John J. Van Valken- 
berg, of Fort Madison, and the counsel for the 
defense. ‘lhe Court sustained the motion. 
The State excepted, and the prisoner was sent 
back to the Lee County Jail to await further 
proceedings. The case is the first one in which 
this question has been raised in this State. 
Convictions have been had, prisoners seutenced, 
and the sentence executed by the verdict of a 
jury of eleven.

"TILDEN AND HDRI. 

There is a familiar sound about the names 
of Tn and Henpricss.” When these 
names are mentioned or seen together in 
print, there is a strong impression that they 
have been identified some time in the past 
and had once been of some possible impor- 
tance in national affairs; but these names, or 
rather this conjunction of names, had about 
passed out of mind when the meeting of the 
two political chieftains at New York and their 
own reference to their late experience recalied 
them more vividly, if not more agreeably, 
than for many months. The country had 
fondly hoped it was done with the unfortu- 
nate association of these two gentlemen when 
the Electoral vote was cast; but even then 
they would not give up. At last, after a 
desperate struggle against their partisan 
greed for office, after a compromise of 
their own choice, after a long consideration 
of their claims by a special tribunal, 
and after the indorsement of that tribunal's 
award by Congress, there was reason to ex- 
pect that the political partnership of TIL DI 
and Henpricxs had expired by limitation, 
and mutual consent, and popular approval. 


But it is evident that we haven't had the last 


of them. Whenever the two meinbers of 
the retired firm happen to meet, they strike 
hands, gather their friends around them, 
make speeches, and go through the same 
sort of routine as if the campaign were still 
in active progress. Fortunately, Mr. Hxx- 
pricks is going abroad fora time, and an- 
other meeting and public rehearsal of their 
well-known farce is necessarily postponed 
for a time; but we presume that at least one 
funeral will be necessary before TD and 
Henpaicses will finally give up their Presi- 
dential campaign. 

These gentlemen certainly made a useless 
display of their chagrin and disappointment, 
and convicted themselves of bad taste with- 
out any compensatory advantages, in their 
unfair, partisan speeches at a reception 
which was, or ought to have been, of a 
purely personal nature. Mr. Titpzn, being 
the leader of the late Presidential ticket of 
the late Democratic party during the late 
campaign, naturally made himself a little 
more offensive than his associate and subor- 
dinate, Mr. Hznpricxs. Besides, both being 
candidates for the Democratic Presidential 
nomination in 1880, and making their public 
appearances and speeches with that end in 
view, it was politic in Mr. HN DnIcxs to be a 
little more moderate in his utterances, hop- 
ing thereby to gain where Tr would 
lose in public estimation. Another 
reason why Henpricxs is not inclined 
to moum as much as Inn is 
that he never wholly forgave Torx for car- 
rying off the nomination for the first place, 
and certainly had a right to resent the bar- 
gain which Tripen’s friends wanted to make 
after the election, allowing the Democratic 
House to count in Tom for President and 
the Republican Senate to count in Warrier 
for Vice-President. While both lament the 
result, and have not the patriotism or unself- 
ishness to restrain an expression of their 
‘grief and spleen, Henpnicss finds more con- 
solation than his superior. 

Mr. Tom managed to condense into a 
brief speech about all the malignity which a 
disappointed man and broken-down politician 
can feel, and made as many unjust and un- 
truthful remarks as possible, in the following 
extract: 

Everybody knows that after the recent election 
the men who were elected by the people President 
and Vice-President of the United States were 
counted out, and the men who were not elected 
were counted in and seated. I disclaim any thought 
of personal wrong involved in this transaction. 
Not by any att or word of mine shall that be 
dwarfed or degraded into personal grievance which 
is in truth the greatest wrong that has stained our 
national annals. To every man of the four and a 
quarter millions who were defrauded of the fruits 
of their elective franchise it is as great a wrong as 

it is to me, and no less to every man of the minor- 
ity will the ultimate consequence extend. Evils in 
Government grow by success and by impunity. 
They do not arrest their own progress. They can 
never be limited except by external forces. If the 
men in possession of the Government can in one 
instance maintain themselves in power against an 
adverse decision at elections, such an example will 
be imitated. tion exists always. Devices 
to give the color of law, and false pretenses on 
which to found fraudulent decisions, will not be 
wanting. The wrong will grow intoa practice if 
once condoned; in the world's history changes in 
the succession of Governments have usually been 
the result of fraud or force. It bas been our taith 
and our pride that we had established a mode of 
peaceful change to be worked out by the agency of 
the ballot- box. | 
Mr. Tub must have a pliable conscience 
to declare openly that “everybody knows” 
he was counted out unfairly or fraudulently, 
when the fact is that everybody who is fa- 
miliar with the progress of the recent Presi- 


from an interested party simply shows a 
selfish willingness to place personal greed 
higher than the country’s honor. If we go 
back of the count, we find that all the frauds 
of the election which Mr. Torn laments 
were really committed by the party of which 
he was the candidate. The fraud and force 
he deplores were openly in his interest in 
many of the Southern States. In only 
three of them—Louisiana, Florida, and 
South Carolina—were the laws such as to en- 
able a correction thereof, while in Mississip- 
pi, Alabama, and Georgia the intimidation 
of the voters and the corrupting of the bal- 
lot-box together were enough to pile up the 
large popular majority which TI DX claims. 
But the fraud was not confined to the South ; 
there is good reason for the assertion that 
the State gf Connecticut was carried for T- 
pen by fraud with the connivance and as- 
sistance of his New York gang of politicians 
and Mr. Tizpen’s particular friends. The 
Democratic fraud did not stop here. Having 
been defeated in spite of bulldozing, and 
bellot-box stuffing, and repeating, the next 
step was to purchase an Electoral vote in 
Oregon. It was certainly the most scandal- 
ous and disgraceful proceeding ever recorded 
in the annals of the American Congress ; it 
received perforce the condemnation of the 
Democrats as well as the Republicans on 
the Electoral Commission, and the investiga- 
tion went far enough, before the adjourn- 
ment of the last Congress, to.show that the 
attempt at buying the position of President 


of the United States had been made de-, 
liberately, that the money, or a part of it, had

EUROPEAN FREIGHT RATES. 

New York papers are just now investigat- 
ing the causes why that city is losing a great 
portion of its business, and why, to use the 
language of the Times of that city, New 
York is fast degenerating into a mere way- 
station in which goods are simply unloaded 
from the ships and placed on the railroad 
cars which take them to their destination.” 
The latest grievance is that there is a dis- 
crimination in European freights against 
that city. All the steamship lines entering 
New York have united to charge the same 
rates of freight on all goods brought by them 
to New York, consequently there is no com- 
petition in the trade to that city. But there 
is compet ition on the part of steamers from 
Europe running to Boston, Philadelphia, and 
Montreal, and to compe te with these lines 
the New York steamers have to concede 
large reductions on all freights shipped from 
Europe to Chicago and the other Western 
cities. On a long list of goods, including 
soda ash and tin plates, the freights from 
Liverpool to Chicago are considerably less 
than from Liverpool to New York. The 
rate of freight on this class of 
goods from Liverpool to New York is 12 
shillings and 6 pence per ton, with 10 per 
cent additional. The rate from Liverpool to 
Chicago, via New York, is 12 shillings and 6 
pence per ton net. As an illustration, the 
Times states that the transportation of 2,000 
boxes of tin plates ‘weighing 100 tons will 
cost from Liverpool to New York, at 12 
shillings and6 pence per ton, and 10 per 
cent additional, $350.62; while the freight 
on the same weight of goods from Liverpool 
to Chicago will be only $326.89, or $32.73 
less than the freights to New York. And the 
New York paper adds, in a tone of lamenta- 
tion, This, too, in spite of the fact that it 
would cost $784 for railroad freights alone, 
were the same goods shipped in New York 
for Chicago.” 

The moral of this is, that the Chicago im- 
porters of tin plates can receive 100 tons 
of that metal from Liverpool, delivered in 
this city, at a cost of $816.73 less for freight 
alone than they can receive the same goods 
purchased in New York. And of course all 
the country contiguous to Chicago has 
abandoned New York as a market 
for tin plates and soda ash, and 
other varieties of goods. Another 
point, seemingly overlooked by New York, is 
that Chicago has a choice of routes, and 
between these routes there must be a per- 
petual competition. Chicago has Montreal, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, to apply to, in ad- 
dition to New York. Steamers running to 
New York have a monopoly of the freight to 
that city, and combining can exact whatever 
rates they think proper. Look at the freights 
comparatively stated by the New York

Many hitherto extensive houses have so enffered 
from the loss that they are on the verge of bank-. 
ruptcy, and others, like Puzirs, Doper & Co. 
for example, have tried to meet the difficulties re- 
ferred to by giving up their New York warchouse 
business and establishing branch offices in the 
large Western and Eastern cities. So in the 
words of one of the firm mentioned, grass is be- 
ginning to grow in Cliff street. 

The effort of all the railways and of the 
merchants and politicians of New York has 
been to break down Chicago, and break 
down lake navigation, by every possible in- 
ducement to have grain shipped “around 
Chicago ” and through direct” to New 
York. That is precisely what the West and 
even the other Eastern cities are doing in the 
matter of freights from Europe. Imports 
1 * shipped from Liverpool to all parts 
of Western States, care being taken to 
avoid New York, or, if sent by way of New

ing on in the export trade. e © was 
nd the export of breadstuffs was almost 
exclusively made from New Tork. That city 
was the grand centre to which all grain was 
shipped and thence distributed, Provisions 
were even sent from the West to New York 
and thence sent to the Southern States. Now 
the distribution is made elsewhere. Liver- 
pool dealers in grain and provisions buy 
largely in Chicago, and at this point can 
choose from a number of competing routes, 
and secure lower rates of freight from Chi- 
cago to Liverpool than can be had by send- 
ing the grain to New York and there con- 
tracting for ocean freights. The agent of 
the foreign house can make a contract in 
Chicago for delivery of the grain or pro- 
visions on a steamer in Montreal, Phil- 
adelphia, Baltimore, or New York, and 
its delivery in Liverpool, for much 
lers than he can contract for its removal to 
New York, and thence, by a contract there, 
for its transportation to Liverpool. Freight 
once in New York must pay, like freights to 
New York, whatever the New York steamers 
demand; but in Chicago the New York 
steamer line must accept such rates as are 
offered by other lines or go without. For 
this reason, the export trade, like the import 
trade, is now done without reference to New 
York at all. Freights from Chicago to Liv- 
erpool are not exactly as low as from New 
York to Liverpool, but are so much less than 
can be had by sending first to New York and 
thence to Liverpool that it furnishes the 
purchaser here a large margin of saving. 
Hence, in the fullness of time, contracts for 
ocean freights from Chicago to Liverpool for 
breadstuffs and provisions will become the 
rule, as European freights from Liverpool to 
Chicago have, according to the New York 
Times, taken the place of ocean freights 


from Liverpool to New York in certain lines 


of imports. What New York is to do under 
these circumstances is hardly explained by 
the following conclusion of the remarks of 
the New York Times on the situation: 


Freight rates to this city were high because of 
the existence of the steamboat combination; they 
were low to the West because, the lincs sending 
vessels to this port were obliged to compete with 
companies sending ships to Philadelphia, Boston, 
and Canadian ports. At twelve shillings and six 
pence a ton, or even at fifteen shillings a ton, it was 
not profitable for them to carry freight to Chicago 
from Live pool. They had to make up their losses 
by taxing New York, and by the rates received for 
carrying grain and produce from this country to 
Europe. Going out,their ships were always full, 
and they made money. There was no doubt that 
the railroad companies running out of New York 
lost by taking European freights to Chicago and 
other Western cities at the rates indicated. Still 
all of them, but principally the Erie and New York 
Central, were obliged to do so. Jf they did not, the 
steamship companies would be obliged to cease send- 
ing ships to this port, and then the railroad com- 
panies controlled in thie State would have no means 
of forwarding Western produce to European mar- 
kets. It is for these reasons that New York is los- 
ing her distributing trade, and that so many ex- 
tensive importers are complain of hard times 
and dull business. 
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THE MEXICAN TROUBLES. 

While some of the Dem >cratic newspapers 
throughout the country are criticising the 
action of the Administration in authorizing 
Gen. Ono to pursue the Mexican raiders be- 
yond the Rio Grande, when there is a fair 
prospect of capturing them or recovering 
their plunder, it is interesting to note that 
this policy was strongly advocated by Col. 
ScHLEICcHER, who is certainly the leader of 
the Texan delegation in Congress, and one of 
the ablest members on the Democratic side. 
Col. Sommern goes considerably further 
than the Administration has yet indicated, 
and believes it is the duty of the American 
Government not merely to protect its own 
citizens against the raids of the Mexican 
bandits, but to interfere in Mexican 
affairs to guarantee a permanent and 
constitutional Government, republican in 
form. His views in this regard 
are entitled to the more consideration be- 
cause he sets out with a positive opposition 
to Mexican annexation, in whole or in part, 
an@ he cannot be suspected of any design to 
betray the Government into that serious 
mistake. He understands perfectly that the 
population of Mexico is not homogeneous 
with that of the United States, and that it 
would be highly unwise to make this people 
a part of our political system. But he holds 
that the maintenance of the Monroz doc- 
trine, which prevents the interference of 
European Powers to sustain constitutional 
Governments on this continent, makes it in- 
cumbent upon the United States to see to it 
that this prohibition does not operate to the 
disadvantage of the weaker American Gov- 
ernments of a constitutional nature that are 
not able to sustain themselves against revo- 
lution. 

Of course this argument will not make so 
much of an impression upon the people as 
the more selfish one of national interest. 
It is a fact that most of the Mexican revo- 
lutionary projects originate in the northern 
States of the Republic, which abut on the 
United States border, and the majority of the 
inhabitants along the border are of a law- 
less, ungovernable class, and will constantly 
threaten American life, and property, and 
business so long as they cannot be controlled 
by the Mexican Government. It would cer- 
tainly be the surest protection against Mexi- 
can raids if a strong, permanent, and con- 
stitutional Government could be established 
and maintained in that country, which should 
be able to punish the bandits and break 
down the system of outlawry. It might 
be less costly in the end to assist 
in the establishment of such a Government 
than to maintain permanently a large force 
of troops along the Rio Grande for the pur- 
pose of doing police duty. It is also prob- 
able that, with such a Government in Mexico 
on the most friendly relations with the 
United States Government, the commercial 
intercourse between the two countries could 
be materially increased to the advantage of 


both. As a matter of fact, the people of the 


United States do not sell to the people of 
Mexico anything like what they ought tosell, 
with our natural advantages; and we have a 
large annual balance to pay in London on 
account of the Mexican differences against 
us. Thus, for a single instance, Great Brit- 
ain sold $4,000,000 worth of dry-goods 
through the port of Vera Crus during a 
period when the United States, with all its 
advantages, sold only $115,000 worth of the 
same goods through the same port. 

It is said that Col. Scuiztcuzr has been in 
Washington for the purpose of urging his 


As 
to any interference, however, to establish a 
permanent and efficient Government in Mex- 
ico, such a discussion will probably be left to 
Congress, where Col. Scuuzicuss is likely to 


introduce it.

HELP FOR MT. CARMEL. 

We print elsewhere a communication from 
Mayor Hzars, making a direct personal ap- 
peal to onr citizens in behalf of the gufferers 
by the recent terrible whirlwind at Mt. Car- 
mel. As to the circumstances of this calami- 
ty, we do not need to make reference. They 


are already sufficiently faniiliar. The point 


of the appeal lies in the statement of Mayor 
Heats that he has instituted special inquiry, 
and finds that great destitution exists among 
the poorer classes of Mt. Carmel, who were 
the principal sufferers. Notwithstanding the 
liberality of the wealthier people of the 
town and their friends in the country, these 
sources of relief have proved entirely inade- 
quate. In view of the pressing needs of the 
sufferers, the Mayor urges our charitable 
people to contribute of their means, and 
announces that responsible committees of 
citizens will be appointed to solicit subscrip- 
tions, and that he will receive and forward 
‘such collections. We sincerely hope this 
appeal wil not be unhoeded, and that 
our citizens will contribute in a cheerful and 
generous manner, remembering that it is 
only a short time ago we ourselves were de- 
pendent upon the help of others, and how 
nobly and even lavishly they came to our re- 
lief. In proportion to the size of the two 
places, their loss is as great as ours. It is a 
total, hopeless loss that fell upon that thriv- 
ing little city without a moment's warning. 
We owe it tothe grateful memory of our 
own rescue and to our reputation for charity 
and beneficence that Chicago shall doa 
handsome share in alleviating the distress of 
men who have lost all their property, and 
of families who have not only lost prop- 
erty but their supporters. It will be a tax 


that will never be felt, and it will carry with. 


it blessings without limit. The members of 
the Board of Trade, and of the Lumber and 
Coal Exchanges, and our wholesale mer- 
chants, to whom Mayor Heats specially ap- 
peals, will undoubtedly come forward in a 
liberal spirit, but the charity ought not to be 
confied to them. Every one should feel it 
to be a pleasurable duty to contribute, and 
not rest contented until it is ascertained that 
no one in Mt. Carmel is suffering. We owe 
this much at least to the world’s charity and 
humanity that aided us in our extremity. It 
is a debt of honor that takes precedence of 
all others. In 1871 the little town, besides 
private contributions, promptly forwarded 
to Chicago two large boxes of clothing,—all 
the more valuable because so timely in their 
donation.

It says, in a 
mournful way: ‘‘ We shall shortly publish 
the statement of a competent observer at the 
Russian headquarters, which will tell the 
public how every Muscovite officer along the 
Danube talks openly of occupying Constan- 
tinople; how complete are the preparations 
for decisive conquests, and what a fool’s 
paradise those are living in who follow 
the comments of Mernixorr with . feeble 
crows of admiration, like children in 
a vanquished town prattling their pleas- 
ure at seeing the conquerors pass; and utters 
the following ominous warning: ‘‘ For the 
moment the bazaars doubt whether English- 
men see all this; but when events have en- 
lightened everybody, and the friends of 
Russia here are arguing that her right to 
pass the Bosphorus is as savred as her blood- 
shed has been, then—if we have not stirred 
and do not stir—the beginning of the end is 
come to the august Mother of Empires. 
The august Mother of Empires,” however, 
does not yet see her way clearly enough to 
go to fighting for a chimera or for the ban- 
shee that is howling in the Telegraph's gar- 
ret. Her feelings at this time are aptly 
described by a Scotch member of Parlia- 
ment: To carry out the views of the nation 
at this moment,” he said, we require three 
armies—one to fight the Turks, one to fight 
the Russians, and one to stay at home for 
the autumn maneuvres.” 

PEDERAL SALARIES. 

The scramble for offices in the Western States 
is instructive from more than one point of 
view. It shows in the first place how hard the 
times are pressing upon men once in affluent 
circdmstances. The salaries attached to these 
offices are not large, and the duties connected 
with them are not more honorable than those 
enjoined by any reputable mercantile pursuit. 
Loose notions prevail among the people as to 
the immediate pecuniary returns of office- 
holding. Figures may serve to abate the rage 
for offices which hes lately taken hold of so 
large and respectable a portion of the com- 
munity. The Collectors of Internal Revenue 
are paid varying salaries, according to the 
responsibilities of their offices. The highest 
salary paid in the six Western States—Michigan, 
Minnesota, Illinois, Indiana, lowa, and Kansas 
—is $4,500, and the lowest $2,125. The salarics 
paid in the Chicago Sub-Treasury range from 
$5,000, paid to the Assistant Treasurer, to 6720, 
received by the janitor. The cashier has $2,500, 
the teller $1,800, and the bookkeeper $1,500. 
The customs service is somewhat more lucra- 
tive, in consequence of the practice of adding 
fees to salaries,—a practice which has survived 
its usefulness, and must sooner or later be 
abolished. The Collector of Customs at Chi- 
cago has a salary of $4,500 and fees estimated at 
$4,000 more. The Deputy Collector has $2,800, 
the clerk $2,200, the auditor $2,200, the cashier 
$2,000, the inspectors of cigars $4 per day, 
other inspectors $3.50 per day, and storekcep- 
ers $3.50 to $1.50 per day. The Surveyor of 
Customs at Evansville, Ind., has $1,800 and 
fees, and the Appraiser at the same port $3,000. 
The salaries in the Pension branch of the public 
service are not more alluring. The Commis- 
sioner of Pensions made an official report at the 
last session of Congress of the salaries and 
fees received at each of the pension agencies 
for the fiscal year. From receipts of this na- 
ture the agent paid his clerk-hire, office-ex- 
penses, and postage on vouchers. The. agent 
at Indianapolis received $13,384, the one at Chi-

The best places should be given only to those 
who have p by actual service, their ability 
to fill them. theory of rewards—which 
consists in putting a man in office—and of pun- 
ishments—which consists-in keeping another 
man out of office—should not exist 
one moment longer than is required to 
terminate it. No merchant who employs a 
clerk at the ordinary compensation is supposed 
to be “rewarding” him, and the Government 
ought not to depart from business principles in 
this respect. Tne salaries attached to the of- 
fices mentioned are not, it will be observed, too 
high for skilled service; they are only too high 
for pereons who, having no exact knowledge of 
the duties required of them, cannot obtain em- 
ployment elsewhere at the rates they ask of 
Government. The pay would not be too great 
for the work of a civil servant of many years’ 
standing who had passed through various lower 
grades, and had arrived at the beal of his office 
witha thorough knowledge of all its details. 
The salaries would not be large enough for such 
service unless there were added the additional 
compensation of a teaure of office cxtending 
through good behavior. 
BREAD AND BERRIES. 

There are two city ordinances, both of which 
are legal, both of which are in force, and neither 
of which is enforced. The one 18 to secure fair 
dealing in the sale of fruit and berries, the 
other fair dealing in the sale of bread. The berry 
ordinance provides that berries and certain 
classes of fruit that are sold in baskets, like 
peaches, shall be sold by the quart, or propor- 
tionate parts of a quart, and that the condition 
of the berries or fruits shall be good all through. 
The other ordinance provides that bread shall 
be sold by weight, a loaf weighing a pound or 
some proportionate part of a pound. It has 
heretofore been the ‘practice to seil berries in 
boxes that do not represent any particular meas- 
ure, and so constructed that the buyer rarely 


tion of its sides and bottom, and in addition to 
this he often finds himself defrauded in the con- 
dition of the berries, the top ones being sound 
and good, but covering decay and rottenness 
beneath. The same holds true of peaches. 
Many a housekeeper can bear swift witness to 
the remarkable manner in which peach-baskets 
have shrunk up from year to year, and of un- 
pleasant surprises aiter she has removed the 
gauzy illusion that has hidden from view un- 
ripe windfalls and decaying realities below su- 
perficial soundness. The bakers have had an 
equally good opportunity to squeeze their pur- 
chascrs in light weights. A five-cent loaf of 
bread should weigh a pound, in reality it weighs 
ten or twelve ounces. Prior to the passage of 
the bread ordinance there was no relief for the 
victim. Another baker might come along and 
offer to undersell his rival by furnishing a loaf 
for four cents, but the purchaser got no more 
bread, because the cheaper baker would reduce 
the weight proportionately. At last. two 
ordinances were passed which promised 
to relieve the whole community. They were 
explicit in terms, without legal flaw, and pro- 
vided severe penalties for their infraction. Peo- 
ple bailed their passage with a full breath of re- 
lief, and looked forward complacently to full 
measures of berries, full baskets of peaches, 
and loaves of bread that weighed a full pound, 
—in fine, a guid pro quo and a refreshing equiva- 
lent for their money. They hailed it with 
special delight because bread is not only the 
stall of life, but berries and fruit in their season 
also, and eveu out of their season. Bread must 
be had every day, and the majority of people in 
this city buy their bread of the bakers. Nearly 
every one wishes to have berries and fruit in 
the summer scason because of their healthful- 
ness, and to put them up in the form of jellies 
and preserves as delicacies for the winter. They 
may be classed as absolute necessities. The 
joy of the housekeeper, however, has been 


.. clouded. with disappointment.. These ordinances |. 


were passed in May and went intoeffect on th. 1 st 
of June, but still she buys herscant boxes ol un- 
wholesome berries and her light-weight bread, 
and, as she looks forward to the season for put- 
ting up peaches, pears, plums, cherries, toma- 
toes, and other luxuries that come in boxes and 
baskets, she has no better hope of full measure 
and sound goods than she had last summer. 
The ordinances are not enforced, and there is 
evidently no intention of enforcing them. They 
are dead letters, and, being such, might as well 
be repealed. If they are not to be enforced, 
they had better be removed from the municipal 
laws.

including a full mortgage on his residence and

There will be assets enough 
to reinsure the policies, aggregating $40,000, 
but there does not seem to be any probability 
that the stockholders will realize anything be- 
yond an insignificant percentage.

There was fine sport at Dexter Park yester- 
Gay, it being of the kind that was in vogue on 
Long Island thirty and forty years ago, when 
gentlemen matched their favorite horses for a 
respectable sum, and all the surrounding people 
turned out to witness the contest. Purse races, 
where a number of horses are entered, are, of 
course, interesting; but there is too apt to be 
one horse in the field that is so manifestly the 
superior of all the others that what was intend- 
ed for a hard struggle for the supremacy degen- 
erates into an exhibition of speed by one horse. 
The match-race yesterday was between 
the sorrel gelding Sarley K., owned 
by Isaac Waixel, a well-known cattle- 
dealer, and Iowa Boy, the property of Thomas 
Evers, proprietor of the Stock-Yards Stables. 
The match was made a week ago last Sun- 
day, and as both horses were well known at the 
Stock-Yards, that odorous locality was well 
represented in the quarter stretch and around 
the pool-box, into which the friends of each 
steed freely blew their money, as an earnest of 
the talk in which they had been indulging since 
the match was made. Each crowd was filled with 
confidence and money in about equal quanti- 
ties, and to say that there was no lack of either 
would be stating the case verv mildly. There 
was another race on the day’s programme,— 
that for horses of the 2:45 class,—but that 
numerous class known as “ the boys,“ which 
formed the major portion of the audience, gave 
but little attention to this. It was won handily 
in three straight heats by Shoo Fly, the onl 
other horse in the race that showed any stcadi- 
ness be Minnie Taylor, who secured second 
money. Jack Carter, a chestnut horse, about 
whose merits there has been considerable talk, 
had a delegation of friends in attendance, and after 
he had finisbed last in the first and second heats 
they became dissatisfied with bis driver, a man 
named Crooks, and desired the judges to re- 
move him from the sulky. The men in the 
stand did not think that Crooks was trving to 
„dump“ the race, however, and in con- 
sequence had no wer to remove 
the obnoxious individual. The owner 
of Jack Carter, Mr. Cullen, finally yielded to 
the solicitation of his friends, who wanted that 
popular young driver Con Sullivan to take the 
ribbons, and, while the horses were scoring for 
the last heat, requested Crooks to climb out of 
the sulky; but Sam declined, and the race was 
finished in short order, Shoo-Fly never bein 
headed. He is asteady-going horse, that wil 
take the whip freely without breaking. Carter 
is a sour-hcaded, flighty horse, with a vast 
amount of speed, and with a different driver 
would perhaps have done better. 

When the horses in the match-race were rung 
up for the first time, lowa Boy appeared to 
have the most speed. and won the heat nandily 
in 2:40. Sarley K. still sold favorite in the 
em however, bringing $6 to $5 for the Boy. 

Vhen the latter horse won the second heat in 
2:80, by a length only, Sarley breaking when 
within fifty feet of the wire, it was supposed 
that the betting would take a turn in his favor 
but instead of so doing, Sarley sold at increased 
odds, —8 10 to $5 being freely offered and taken. 
By this time it began tobe suspected that Sarley 
K. had some reserve speed that had been care- 
fully concealed. Of course it must be shown in 
the third heat if at all, and it was, the sorrel 
horte winning easily in 2:35, a material reduc- 
tion in the time. Then there was a rush for the 
hedge row by the pool-buyers, and Sarley K. 
sold for $10 to $3. The fourth and fifth heats 
were won casily by Sarley K. 

The winner of the race is a well-built horse, 
very steady in his gait, and in his race yesterday 
showed that he is both fast and game. He was 
trained by and driven in this race by that pop- 
ular reiusman George Logan, and the manner 
in which it was won showed Logan to be an 
artist ot the first water. The first two heats 
were undoubtedly dropped, in order to make 
the betting better, but it would have puzzled a 
fortune-teller to have detected the job, so neat- 
ly was it done. Iowa Boy was hanaled by that 
man of many friends, William Darling, and it 
is safe to say that nobody could have done bet- 
ter with him.

‘* fixed’? beforehand, and that the judges ‘‘ stood 
in' with the jobbery. It was also charged that 
the injurv to the Maid’s foot in the second heat 
was not of a sufficiently serious nature to war-

Mr. John Splan, who has driven Rarus for the 
past year, and who piloted him in the race above 
alluded to, reached this city on Monday even- 
ing, and on being applied to far a statement 
concerning the matter, gave it substantially as 
follows:

fall, because I wished to winter Rarus there. 
After reaching California, it was agreed between 
Doble and myself that we would trot Rarus and 
the Maid against cach other during the winter.

ABUSES OF CORPORATE MANAGEMENT. 

The milling of the ores of the Justice Mine isa 
good specimen of how a corporation can be run 80 
that everybody concerned will make money except 
the stockholders. The mine will now yield 
about 50 to 100 tons a day of moderate- 
ly good ore, but the management by 
mixing good rock with bad turn out about 
400 tons a day tn order to give employment to the 
mills. As the charge for milling is made by the 
ton quite independent of the yield of bullion, it is 
evident that thie practice, while swelling the profits 
of the mill-owners , leaves nothing for the stock- 
holders. Another case of the same kind was that 
of the Belcher, where the milling of 130, 000 tons 
of rock that yielded over $22 a ton last year brought 
the mine out $100,000 in debt. The Crown Point 
Mine, according to the San Francisco Chronicle, 
has been milling worthless ores merely to keep 
the mille of Senator Jones occupied. Its ores 
were shipped a long distance by rail, and milled in 
Senator Jones’ mills at a cost of 812 aton, when 
they could have been milied in the mine, in the 
mul) belonging to the company, at an expense of 
$7 a ton. 

CONDITION OF AFFAIRS ON THE LONDON STOCK 
EXCHANGE. 

In London, as in NOW York, the Stock Exchange 
nowadays is only a speculator's market. Out- 
siders absolutely refuse to take a hand in the 

games played either in Lombard 
street or Wall street. The fortnightly settle- 
ments made on the Loth alt. on the London 
Stock Exchange were, the London Tunes reports, 
pre-eminently speculators’ settlements. So far 
as the bona fide operations of the investing pub- 
lic were concerned, the account was a mere baga- 
telle. The operations in the London stock mar- 
ket since the war began have been little else than 
bets on the spread of the conflict. The rich, 
powerful operators have been preying on the weak 
and inexperienced. The bears, who made enor- 
mous profits on the decline that followed the first 
announcement of hostilities, have since lost as 
much by the failure of the market to give way still 
furtber. The enormous proportions of stock spec- 
ulation are shown by the fact that the dealings in 

Russian bonds were many times greater than the | 
whole amount of the loan, just as in Chicago the 

-entire wheat crop of the country ie sold over and 

over many times in the course of a season. 

FINANCIAL STRATBGY OF THE TURKS. 

_ The Turks are known to be anxious to obtain 
another loan from the English. The chances of 
success, slim in any event, were rendered very 
dubious by the neglect of the Turkish Ambassador 
in London to pay over to the English holders of 
past due coupons a large sum of money deposited 
by the Khedive in the Bank of England for their 

payment. The Constantinople correspondent of 
the London Times gives the partigulars of an ar- 
rangement made by the Porte for the payment of 
these coupons. The English bondholders had an 
agent at Constantinople to press their claim, and 
his was greatly helped by the hopes of the 

Turkish vernment that by paying some- 
thing they could encourage the credulous Brit- 
ish to loan them some more money. The Porte 
has promised to release immediately the money 
now in the Bank of England, dispensing hence- 
forth with the Ambassador's signature for payment, 
and thus absolutely assigning the tribute from the 
Khedive for these loans, as originally intended. 

THE N PER CENTS AND RESUMPTION. 
One of the details of the contract just made by 
Secretary Sherman with the Syndicate was that, in 
taking the 4 per cents, they should give up their 
right to call for the last $100, 000, 000 of the $300, - 

000, 000 of 4% per cents, covered by their option 
expiring on the 30th inst. The Syndicate were 
compelled to accede to this stipulation, and Sec- 
retary Shérman, therefore, has at his diposal, in- 
dependent of the Syndicate, $100, 000, 000 of 4% per 
cents, which he isfully authorized to sell. No 
official or authoritative statement has been made 
of his intentions with regard to them, but it is be- 
lieved by some that he will use these bonds under 
the terms of the Resumption act to bring about the 
resumption of specie payments. If this be correct, 
he will sell them outright from time to time for 
gold, to be in its turn sold for legal-tenders, which 
will be put outof the way in whatever mode the 
Secretary thinks consistent with existing laws. 

Tun GOLD STANDARD IN FINLAND. 

Finjand will probably follow Sweden, Denmark, 
end Norway in demoncetizing silver in imitation of 
the policy of Germany. A draft of a law for that 
object has been prepared by the Government and 
submitted to the Legislature, which will no doubt 
pass it. The currency of the country has hitherto 
been silver, but the proposed law will make a gold 
mark containing 2 28-31 grammes of fine gold and 
the equivalent of the French gold franc the future 
standard. Beginning with Jan. 1, 1878, all Gov- 
ernment accounts are to be kept in gold marks, and 
all contracts payable in silver are to be paid in gold 
at the rate to silver of 1 to 15%. 

PAPER MONEY IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

The Bank of England had in circulation last 
month $143,941,610 in bank notes; the Englisn 
private banks, $12,380,835; the English joint 
stock banks, $11,587,540; the Scotch banks, 
$30,257,750; and the Irish banks, $37, 596, 330,

regent Grand Jury will be mustered 
out of the service Saturday afternoon. It 
has, therefore, but three days left in 
which to complete its investigations. 
Today they will probably have to 
adjourn early in order to make room for the 
County Commissioners, who have a session at 
2 o’clock. It is also understood that the Hickey 
case, which has been so long delaved, will come 
up Friday, which apparently indicates an inten- 
tion to close the County Commissioner investi- 
gation to-day. If, therefore, the Grand Jurors 
intend to return any indictments in addition to 
those heretofore presented, they have already 
desided upon them; and, if they are not now 
drawn, the Assistant State’s Attorney must be 
engaged upon them. Although the delibera- 
tions of the body are conducted in secret, and 
although it is rarely that much of the testimony 
taken leaks out, yet all the witnesses who go 
before them are known, and along acquaintance 
with county ailairs and county crookedness en- 
ables one to hazard a guess as to 
about what they ewore to. From the 
manner of witnesses after they come out. 
from their haste to rush off to an attorney, or 
from their apparent indifference to the ordeal 
they have undergone, from the apparently insig- 
nificant actions of the jurors,—thcir looks, 
their chance words,—one is somctimes enabled 
arrive at a pretty accurate judgment of the 
general drift of affairs, and the conclusions 
‘which the twenty-three bave reached.

THE EARTHQUAKE. 


A Ship-Captain’s Marvelous Story. 

New York, June 13.—Capt. Charles Mac 
Loon, of the ship Geneva, sunk at Huanilios in 
the great earthquake on the Pacific coast on the 
9th ult., has arrived, and tells the story of his 
experiences. He says, though apparently safely 
anchored, his ship became entangled with others 
near as they tossed wildly about, crashing 
against each other, and sinking almost imme- 
diately in fifteen fathoms of water. On the 
firstalarm he came up from between decks; it 
was about half-past 8 p. m. There had been 
several shocks in the previous twenty days, but 
be had completed his cargo of guano, 
and was expecting to sail next 
morning. Aside from the frightful 
rumbling sound, his attention was arrested 
by the extraordinary phenamenon of a shore 
mountain above being so much itated that 
rocks became detached, and rattied down to- 
ward the sea, resembling balis of fire. Fur- 
thermore, the water at the anchorage suddenly 
receded so that ships in eight fathoms touched 
bottom. At the same time, it was observed 
that the ships were swinging round and round 
and in opposite directions, and the anchor- 
chains becoming entangled beneath the cooper, 
and the yards and masts interlocking, while the 
air resounded with the falling spars and crash 
of bulwarks. Water also came whirling in like 
a maelstrom, causing the Geneva to 
swing round at a rate of eight or ten 
knots an hour, in great circles, until 
she struck against a rock which tore out part of 
her bottom. The ship was forced violently in 
an opposite direction and went down. Ocher 
vessels wereas violently driven ashore or went 
to the bottom, as in the case of the English ship 
Avonmore, Capt. Canficld, which took down 
with ber the Captain's wife, three children, and 
several others. 

Capt. MacLoon says it seemedjto him from the 
sulphurous or electrical appearance of the 
mountains that a volcano was bursting out of 
its sides. Rocks were tumbling about with 
frightiul nolse, and everything was lighted up. 


He thinks the damage to shipping was caused

DROWNED. 
DEATH OF WILLIAM T. HAMILTON.

“CABBAGE” RYAN. 
ANOTHER “‘ JUMBO JUM” FOR THE “POST.” 
„Thou shalt not bear false witness," saith one 

of the shortest, but nevertheless oneof the most 
important, of the Commandments. The civilized 
governments place heavy penaltics upon this crime, 
and the uncivilized punish with death when there 
is the least suspicion of it. But in these later 
days, when the law has become like an ancient 
castle, so filied with rat-holes that it is almost 


impossible to discover every hole and plug it 


so that the vermin cannot escape, it is rarely that 
we hear of a man being punished for perjury. 
There is always some piea or other by which he 
ultimately escapes. Among the thieves that All 
our jails this is well known, and whea one of them 
gets a heavier sentence than he thinks he deserves, 
he at once puts about for a job against his neigh- 
bor. Yesterday brought to light one of the most 
infamous of these plots, and, as usual, 
the Superintendent of Police is the man aimed 
at. t is not the hand of dumdo 
Jum” that is in this work, but a much viler one 
(if euch a thing is possible), and none other than 
that ratile-brained vagrant and thief Cabbage 
Ryan. Tue scheme was given away, however, be- 
fore the anti- Hickey organs got hold of it in proper 
shape for publication, and here it is. Condensed 
into a letter of instruction to ‘‘Squash” Murphy, 
one of those who were to perjure themselves, it 
reads as follows, verbatim et literatim: 

In July, 1876—About the 7th or 8th Ryan phelan 
murphy and myself were Coucerned in a robery in 
Vernon Park. Ryan got us to do the job. The next 
morning ryan and myself gave hickey seven hundred 
and 50 $in cash and three diamoad r we got 17 
hundred and 30 dollars in cash three diamond rings 
and a gold watch and chain anda diamond cross cross 
Coleman gave the cross to hickey afterwards to fx up 
a case for him when he shot his father. 

James altas Squash, Murphy is an unfortu- 
nate who is in the County Jail, and going down to 
the Penitentiary for one year for stealing a watch 
from a man named Perkins on election day. Cole- 
man is an old pal of Cabbage Ryan's, who has 
boen sentenced to Penitentiary for five years for 
the robbery of a gold watch and chain from a 
Miss Annie A short time 
before he maliciously shot his own 
father, not dangerously, however. For this he was 
arrested, but there was no prosecution, and he es- 
cu „Cabbage Ryan is—well, there are not 
words enough in criminal parlance to express what 
a low, contemptibie human being he is, and there- 
fore it is best to drop any attempt to describe him. 

The scheme, as planned by Cabbage, was 
worked up during the past month, start- 
ing in a compact between bim- 
self and Squash to perjure themselves 
and put Hickey in the hole, in compensation for 
which Squash was to receive immunity. Cole- 
man was taken into the job, and was to aid in the 
per jury. Cabbage and Coleman were to swear 
to the robbery, and to having called upon Hickey 
to ‘‘divy up the swag.” Cabbage was to swear 
that Hickey pointed out this man to him as having 
a fat wallet, and that alter they had robbed him 
Hickey got the man out of the way throuch some 
hold that he previously had upon him, as 

Cabbage thinks because the property they 
stole from him had been stolen in turn by 
him. Squash“ was to swear that he ‘‘ piped” 
of Coleman and Cabbage when they went to 
Hickey, being afra that his ‘‘ pals" were getting 
away with the plunder, and that, while so piping 
them off, he saw Cabbage“ hand Hickey a pack- 
age on the corner of Franklin and Adama streets, 
to which place Hickey had followed them.

RAILWAY EMPLOYES’ ASSOCIA- 
TION. 

The seventh annual Convention of the Rail- 
way Employes’ Mutual Benefit Association 
the West was called to order at the Pal 
House club-room yestrday forenoon by t 
President, George O. Manchester, of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad. The 
were about forty delegates present.

The President read his annual address, 
which he stated that, although the past year 
had been one of extreme business depression, 
the Association had not retrugraded. The class 
from which its membership was drawn were 
especial sufferers by the recent reductions in 
saiaries, but in his opinion it would be well for 
them to retain their membership unless abs 


Jutely compeiled to do otherwise. The system). 


of msurance adopted by the Association was 
cheaper than that of any insurance company, and 
the manner in which assessments were collected 
rendered it easier for members to mect their 
obligations than where thev bad to pay ann 
premiums in advance. During the past y 
the deaths were twenty-five, and the assessmen 
for expenses three, making the actual cost o 
$28 for an average insurance of $1,808.50, or at 
the rate of $15.48 per 1,000 of insurance. There 
was little doubt that if members would exe 
themselves a membership of 2,500 might 
reached before the next annual mecting.
